York Road fire causes $500,000 in damages 


An early morning fire 
Tuesday has caused about 
$500,000 to a home on 
York Road. 

Firemen arrived on the 
scene just after 4:30 a.m., 
and by 8 a.m. the major 
part of the blaze was 
out and firefighters were 
working on hot spots.

Point of View 

Two directions for NOTL health care 


I t’s been obvious for some 
time that two separate 
entities have been moving 
in opposite directions with 
differing visions of what health 
care in Niagara-on-the-Lake 
could look like. 

One councillor referred to it 
as “the elephant in the room,” 
the fact that two plans are 
competing with each other to 
woo doctors and other health 
care services. 

It might just be a matter of who 
gets there first. 

The health care steering 
committee, formed once news of 
the NOTL hospital closing was 
definite, is set on a new, not-for- 
profit building, designed to offer 
one-stop shopping for health 
care that would include a long 
list of services. It seems almost 
too good to be true - a health 
hub designed to offer everything 
NOTL residents could want. 

But it also sounds expensive, 
and whichever levels of 
government come through with 
grants, it will be publicly funded, 
and will almost certainly require 
residents opening their pockets 
to contribute to a fundraising 
campaign. Whether the Town will 
be asked or willing to contribute 
taxpayers’ dollars is not yet known 
- there are many questions yet to 
be answered, including whether 
the municipal-owned properties 
the steering committee has zoned 
in on will be available, and at what 
price. And it will not happen over 
night - it took about 10 years to go 
from the planning stages of the 
new community centre to opening 
its doors. 


Also not clear is whether some 
or all of the services in a not-for- 
profit would be available to all 
NOTL residents, or just those who 
have doctors in the NOTL Family 
Health Team. 

One thing is clear - the private 
development, an expanded 
medical centre on Niagara Stone 
Road, will not be providing all 



those programs in a beautiful 
new community centre. So the 
difference may come down 
to building something to 
accommodate a few specific 
services that wouldn’t be offered 
space in a for-profit development 

And so the two entities go 
off in their own directions, 
forging ahead, with no talk of 
compromise or working together 
- at least not from the steering 
committee. 

Possibly what we will end up with 
is the best of both worlds, room for 
all the services under discussion 
in a not-for-profit environment 
and enough doctors, both family 
health team members and others 
in private practice, that there will be 
no waiting list and residents may 
choose their practitioner

true, and very expensive.

And she’s not finished yet. 
She has plans to continue her 
studies and become a lawyer. 

But it hasn’t been an easy 
road for Erica or her family. 

When she was little, her 
younger brother Andrew was 
diagnosed with a deadly dis¬ 
ease, and passed away at the 
age of three. Doctors had dis¬ 
covered a large lesion on his 
brain they determined was 
Leigh’s Syndrome, and made 
the connection to the source 
of Erica’s visual difficulties. 
DNA testing revealed the dis¬ 
ease was genetically linked 
and caused by parents Laura 
and Chris carrying the same 
recessive gene, but although 
there was initially concern her 
condition would worsen, the 
lesion that causes Erica’s sight 
impairment remains small 
and under control, and she is 
assured by doctors it should 
remain stable. 

“The doctor told me I’m 
looking better now than I ever 
have, and although it’s always 
a possibility that something 
could change, it looks like it 
(the lesion) will be stable for 
the rest of my life, and I’m 
very thankful for that.” 

Leigh's Syndrome, explains 
dad Chris, is a rare neuromus¬ 
cular disorder which at the 
time of Andrew’s diagnosis 
was relatively unknown. Most 
children failed to hit their 
milestones and most never 
made it to their first birthday, 

But while Andrew was on 
life support in Hamilton more 
than 15 years ago, a surgeon 
at McMaster started Erica, 
then six, on an experimen¬ 
tal cocktail of drugs and vita¬ 
mins, which she still takes 
twice daily, and which helps 
to keep her condition under 
control. 

Chris and Laura were high 


school sweethearts who met 
at Denis Morris, married and 
now live on the family farm in 
NOTL. Both come from fam¬ 
ilies with no medical con¬ 
cerns. The specialists have 
said the chances of them find¬ 
ing each other and having two 
children with this disease was 
extremely remote, said Chris. 

One of Erica’s struggles was 
realizing in high school that 
she could die of the disease 
that killed her brother. She 
questioned her parents daily, 
Chris said, as well as her++ 
health professionals. 

Her parents, after losing one 
child and thinking they might 
lose a second, are enormously 
grateful Erica has remained 
healthy and as proud as par¬ 
ents can be at what she has 
accomplished. 

And Erica has developed a 
philosophy that many adults 
have trouble with - that she 
would make the most of each 
day, knowing that there was 
no guarantee of what the 
future would bring. 

“I try not to let anything 
stop me. I want to live my life 
with no regrets, setting mypri- 
orities and working towards 
them. Losing my brother 
helped me grow as a person, 
gave me a perspective on life, 
to live every day as if it's your 

While her parents did eve¬ 
rything they could to help 
their daughter succeed in 
school, including reading text 
books aloud during her high 
school years, their biggest gift, 
said Erica, was teaching her 
to develop her own strategies
